OFFERS MANY OPPORTUNITIES 


Declares Country Needs Men Train­ 


ed

Thoughts of Peace 


( By U n ite d P re s s .) 
Indianpolis, Ind., Sept. 10.— This 
nation is in a perilous position be­ 
cause ot the European w a r; we must 
prepare lor effective defense; but 
a 
standing 
army of 
adequate 
pro­ 
portion- 
is 
un-American. 
After 
summing up the situation thus, John 
A. Lapp, in a statement issued to­ 
day, suggested 
the application 
of 
vocational 
education 
to the 
urmv 
and navy as the solution. 
Lapp, as a member of President 
Wilsons 
commission on 
vocational 
education, drew up te bill that will 
be presented to t'oiigre-s. 
lie i- the 
author of Indiana’s vocational law, 
which has bet n a model for other 
states. 


\ oeational education and national 
deten-e sould go hand in hand, said 
Lapp. 
In that way only he said, 
can the nation maintain an adequate 
standing army without 
tremendous 
waste of human energy and without 
providing a menace to our democra­ 
tic ideals. 


“ We want men trained for war but 
whose thoughts are of peace,” said 
Lapp. 
“ Why not couple up the two 
and while making men efficient for 
defensive war make them also effi­ 
cient 
productive 
workers! 
Let us 
have a million men in training 
all 
the time for effective defense but let 
that million he trained all the lime 
tor useful employment. 
Let 
everv 
camp and battleship become a school 
where 
a few hours 
a day 
cun he 
spent 
in preparing 
for the 
art of 
peace.’’ 


Lapp said the army and navy off- 
ered 
opportunities 
for 
vocational 
training in 
hundreds 
of 
different 
lines to meet the needs of the army 
nnd navy. 
f lie re i- no reason la* 
said, why the army and navy should 
not do a 
large part 
of the 
work 
needed for their support. 
“ Around 
every 
army post 
the 
government should own large tracts 
ot land for 
cultivation 
where 
the 
science of agriculture, forestry and 
animal husbandry in all their phases 
would be taught and from which the 
troops could he 
supported,” 
said 
Lapp. 


Lapp suggested that arrangements 
could be made to give the carpenter, 
plumber 
or machinists 
who joins 
the army supplementary 
education 
along these lines so that he would 
become a better carpenter, plumber 
or machinist. 


lo get the broadest benefits from 
such a scheme, different periods of 
enlistment would 
he necessary, 
he 
said. 
Enlistments for 
from 
four 
years down to six months could be 
allowed, and vocational training 
in 
lines 
requiring 
greater 
or 
less 
training could be provided 
as the 
case might be. 


Lapp declared that the six-month 
enlistment term would he an effective 
cure for unemployment because it 
would offer both a job and schooling. 
“ T ndoubtedly this nation is in n 
perilous position, 
said the educator. 
“ Me are the only world power not 
engaged in conflict. 
As a great neu­ 
tral we have become the object of 
envy 
and hate by 
all the 
warring 
countries, and this will increase as 
we wax fatter from world trade ¡it 
the expense of our old-time rivals.” 
Lapp called attention to the fear

Suggests The Application of Voca- 


tional Education to Army And 


Navy to End Troubles 


OFFERS MANY OPPORTUNITIES 


Declares Country Needs Men Train- 


ed For War But With 


Thoughts of Peace 


( By United Press.) 


Indianpolis, Iml., Sept. 16.—This 


nation is in a perilous position be- 
cause of the European war; we must 
prepare for effective defense; but a 
standing army of adequate pro- 
portions is uu-American. 
After 


summing up the situation thus, John 
A. Lapp, in a statement issued to- 
day, suggested the application of 
vocational education to the army 
and navy as the solution. ^ 


Lapp, as a member of President 


Wilson's commission on vocational 
education, drew up te bill that will 
be presented to Congress. He is the 
author of Indiana's vocational law, 
which has 'been a model for other 
states. 


Vocational education and national 


defense sould go hand in hand, said 
Lapp. In that way only he said, 
can the nation maintain an adequate 
standing army without tremendous 
waste of human energy and without 
providing a menace to our democra- 
tic ideals. 


"We want men trained for war but 


whose thoughts are of peace," said 
Lapp. "Why not couple up the two 
and while making men efficient for 
defensive war make them also effi- 
cient productive workers? Let us 
have a million men in training1 all 
the time for effective defense but let 
that million be trained all the time 
for useful employment. Let every 
camp and battleship become a school 
where a few hours a day can be 
spent in preparing for the art of 
peace." 


Lapp said the army and navy off- 


ered 
opportunities for 
vocational 


training in 'hundreds of 
different 


lines to meet the needs of the army 
and navy. 
There is no reason he 


said, why the army and navy should 
not do a large part 
of the work 


needed for their support. 


"Around every army post 
the 


government should own large tracts 
of land for 
cultivation where the 


science of agriculture, forestry and 
animal husbandry in all their phases 
would be taught and from which the 
troops could be supported,"

Lapp- 


Lapp suggested that arrangements 


could be made to give the carpenter, 
plumber 
or machinists who joins 


the army supplementary education 
along these lines so that he would 
become a better carpenter, plumber 
or machinist. 


To get the 'broadest benefits from 


such a scheme, different periods of 
enlistment would be necessary, 
he 


said. Enlistments for 
from four 


years down to six months could be 
allowed, and vocational training in 
lines requiring greater or 
less 


training could be provided as the 
case might be. 


Lapp declared that the six-month 


enlistment term would be an effective 
cure for unemployment because it 
would offer both a job and schooling. 


"Undoubtedly this nation is in- a 


perilous position," said the educator. 
"We are the only world power not 
engaged in conflict. As a great neu- 
tral we have become the object of 
envy- and hate by all the ' warring 
countries, and this will increase as 
we wax -fatter from world trade at 
the expense of our old-time rivals." 


Lapp called attention to the fear 


this- nation always has had 
for 


large bodies of men with training 
for war and said he believed "the 
scheme outlined 
would give no 


ground for such fear.
